— The 
decision of the American 
Commerce Department to 
tighten export controls on 
600 strategic commodities 
means, in effect, that China 
has now become one of the 
“iron curtain’ countries to 
which such exports are vir-

This fs not a new order, but 
merely an extension of one 
which has been in force 
some time. The original order 
was made to prevent . exports 
from America of materials 
which could Increase 2. coun- 
try's war potential, and was 
designed to exclude Russia and 
her satelilics from supplies of 
vital raw materials. A simflar 
ban on exports of war-like 
materialn- from the Sterling 
Area countries is also Jn force. 


BAN EXTENDED 


Previously the | American 
order controlilng such ~ exports 
applicd to the Europe and 
adjacent areas, but now | the 
“ban" has been-.extended to all 
areas outside =the. Western 
hemisphere,

The chief purpose behind the 
decision fo tighten exports con- 
trols is to prevent strategic 
materials being sent to “iron 
curtain” countries by round- 
about means, . 

Announcing the — decision, 
the OMce of Ynternationsl 
Trade, which Is a branch of the 
Commeree Department, said 
“export controls are revamped 
as necessary to keep them con- 
sistent with the world political 
situation and” with current 
economic realitics.””

Heart Palpitating 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


S° far on the doctor is con- 
cerned, palpitation of the 
heart means only that the patient 
{n aware of the beating of his 
own heart. 


Thla conrclousness of the 
throbbing of one’s own heart ts 
usually an unpleasant symptom 
and one which causes much 
nervousness and worry, often 
needless, Otherwise, in the 
grent majority of cascs, it fs 
harmicss. By far the greatest 
number of people who are 
annoyed in this fashion suffer 
nether from heart disease nor 
ony other allment. ‘ 

In other cases the palpitation 
jx due, not to any heart disorder, 
but to a discase affecting, other 
parts of the body. In a very few 
cases, palpitation docs give evi- 
dence of heart trouble.

{ness know that it {s common 
during, the recovery period. 


While unpleasant, palpitation 
Is never associnted with pain. 
Sometimes, particularly if the 
heart is beating rapidly, irregu- 
larity of the heart-beat may be 
noticeable, This kind of palpita- 
tion {s apt to come when a 
person is worrled, and Is often 
most troublesome just when he. 
is falling asleep. 


Pnlpitation may also be, due 
to excessive smoking ond over- 
Indulgence in stimulating bever- 
anes. Indigestion, with the 
formation of excessive amounts 
of jag in the stomach and bowel, 
may be responsible for the 
palpitation. Persons with 
gallbladder disense often fall in 
this group. Anaemia or lessening 
of the colouring matter in the 
bload, If it ig at all severe, may 
produce palpitation, particularly 
atier exertion, Excessive secre- 
tion from the thyrold gland or 
toxic goltre is another gauge. 


May Clear Up 


In every case of palpitation, 
It is advisable for tho person to 
have a thorough physical cxam- 
ination to determine just what 
factor may be responsible. In 
some cases, {f the condition I{s 
explained to the patient, it will 
clear up with no further treat- 
ment. The giving of sedatives 
or quicting drugs may be useful 
in certaln instances. 


Since palpitation Tay at times 
bo due to actual heart discaso 
an X-ray should be taken fn all 
intances to determine whether 
or not the heart Is enlarged, -and 
an electro ~ cardiogram. .or 
electrical. tracing of tho heart- 
beat should be. mado ‘just td bo 
sure that the heart is function- 
ing in a normal manner.

Child -Problem 


IF SPEECH DEVELOPS 
TOO SLOWLY By G. Cleveland Myers, Ph.D. 


A FEW children who 
don't begin to talk as 
early as the avernge child 
does may be hard of hear- 
ing, may be retarded men- 
tally or may have sustained 
harm to his central nervous 
ayatem. But many young 
children who have failed to 
learn to talk have been 
hanipered emotionally. 


A few ycars ngo, at the Cleve- 
land Spegch and Hearing Centre 
of Western Reserve University 
an experiment was conducted, 
whose results have hopeful, 
helpful suggestions for parents.

Tee “sixteen children selected 

for the experiment were all 
over three years of oge and all 
were virtually speechless. On 
the basis of careful testing the 
children all “showed evidence of 
normally intelligent behaviour.” 
‘The parents were pledged to 
co-operate. (The assumption 
was .that inhibitions. of speech 
can best be released in a normal 
play situation, so the environ- 
ment provided for these children 
was that of a normal nursery.

Practically all the children 
tended to have many fears, cs- 
peclally fears of other children 
and of competition with them. 
Every child in tho group cried or 
bod a temper tantrum, or in 


rome way showed his fear and 
displeasure when his mother 
first left him in the playroom.

N this play situation fears les- 
sened and the child gradually 
learned to walt on Himself and 
to feel more independent 
physically and emotionally. The 
children were encouraged to 
fight back-and defend thelr own 
things and themselves. Gradually 
they learned to share and, later, 
to joln in some slmple games by 
the .wholo group, gaining 
occasion to expresg their fecl- 
Ings, needs and wants in words.

NCE more a People's Court, this time in 
O Hungary, has heard confessions from 
: men tried for offences against the State. 

An Englishman, Edgar Sanders, and un 
American, Robert Vogeler, were among those 
who confessed. ‘ 


Sanders was sent to prison for 


13 years, . 
Vogeler for 16 years. - ; 


For a great many people the Sanders trial 
wag again an opportunity for speculating on 
the great “confession mystery.” , 


Was torture’ used? | Were 
there “truth drugs” like 
sodium amythal, actedron? 


There is no real, reason 
for mystery. 


In his novel, “Darkness at 
Noon,” Arthur. Koestler 
described how a man can be 
persuaded not only to make 
‘a “confession” but to believe 
it. 

That was intelligent suty 
mise. We have harder evi- 
dence. The evidence of the 
"Petkov case. 


His old friond 


* ON SEPTEMBER 23, 
1947, Nikola Petkov, leader 
of the Bulgarian Agrarian 
Party and Parliamentary 
Opposition, was hanged in 
Sofia Central Prison. 


His conviction on charges 
‘of treason résted largely on 
the evidence given by his 
cold friend and political ‘as- 
sociute Peter Koev. 


to overthrow the Communist 
Government, 


But while he was ‘in pelison 
he was elected a deputy to the 
Natlonal Assembly, He was 
finally released to take his beat 


Koev is no longer a free in Parliament, , 


man. He is serving a 
sentence of 16 years, but in 
‘his Inst moments of liberty 
hie was able to explain how 
he wus persuaded to make 
such a “confession” and 
what worth should be 
placed upon it. 


‘Utter collapse’ 


® AFTER HIS release, too 
weak to) make an Immediate 
appearance, he wrote a letter 
to Petkov which explalned the

HEN two completely

Two ‘Midgets’ 
To Race The 
Atlantic 


Two of the world’s smal- 
lest ocean racing yachts are 
to take part . in the Royal 
Ocean Racing Club’s 3,000 
miles race across the 
Atlantic from Bermuda to 
Plymouth in July. Both 
are under five tons, 


They will be the smailest 
yachta ever to have taken part é 
in a transatlantic race. 

Before the war even the 
owner of o 90-ton yacht was 
considered foolhardy to attempt 
n crossing. 

The yachts are Samuel Pepys, 
24ft, club ship of the Royal 
Naval Salling Association, and 
Cohoc, 334 tons, and smallest 
ocean racer in the world. 


NOT WORRIED

They appolnted 
him school rat-catcher. He 
showed his gratitude for this 
honour by Ilfelong devotion to 
the school and the Society of 
Jesus, 


For his chief _detestation 
(apart from Henry VIII, “our 
royal goat’) was the Housc of 
Hanover, And the brown rat 
war, as Charles firmly believed. 
{introduced Into England by 
Gearpe I. | To war against It 
was, therefore, a crusnde pure 
sued with the vehement tem- 
perament of one who. had seven 
or eight more or less autheritle 
salnts In his famlly tree. 


It was not the only outlet for 
his genius, When he went to 
Rome he and a companion 
named Jones climbed the facade 
of St. Peter's to thy very top of 
the dome and left their gloves 
en the lightning, conductor. 


ed the result. 
appointing. ; 

Reputed climax of ‘his career 
as a practical naturallst was 
when he leapt on the back of 
“an alligator, having previously 
marked tho “fear and peturba- 
tion" on the creature’s face. 
“Should {t be asked how I 
managed to keep my seat, 1 
would answer, hunted somo 
yenrs with Lord  Darlington's 
fox-hounds.”

Charles .cut the olligator’s 
throat and set about the busi- 
ness of preserving its akin. - 

He had his own methods aa o 
taxidermist, Soaking the siin 
jn corroslye sublimnate, hoe was 
then able to model the fmmo 
exactly o¢ ho wished, In one of 
the masterpleces of his art he 
reshoped n monkey into the 
likeness of a Mr Lushington, a2 
Treasury ofMcinl and, no doubt, 
a Hanoverian, who {nslsted on 
charging him 20 percent im- 
port duty on his natural history 


specimens. 


HE had many accldents during 
his travels, of course. He 
cured them himself, Poultices 
of boiled cowr’ dung for open 
wounds. Self - administered 
bleedings for any form of in- 
flammation. Calomel or quinine 
for the rest. 


Waterton's later life was de- 
voted to building a high wall 
round his Yorkshire state at a 
cost of £10,000, The family 
aeres became bird sanctuary. 
Within the walls, the squire 
passed the days happily making 
war with arsenic and a Dem- 
«<rara tiger cat upon the supreme 
enemy of mankind, the brown 
rat. The Hanoverian rat!

In Sonnet 107 occurs tho linc, 
“The mortal moon hath her 
eclipse endur’d.”| Many “have 
‘supposed that this referred to 
Queen Elizabeth. But In fact no 
Elizabethon writer would dare 
to hint at the Quecn’s mortality. 
She wan the sun,-.never the 
moon. And she certainly would 
not be “mortal” which, in tho 
idiom of the time, might mean 
“deadly.” f : 


No, Staring us in the face, ns 
Hotson too modestly puts it, was 
the tric meaning. The mortal 
moon wns the Spanish Armada | 
of 1588 which sailed up-Channet 
in a moon-shaped_ Ine of 
battle. As a famous Elizabethan 
pamphlet calls It, “a horned 
Moone of huge: and mighty 
shippes.”” 2 


The year.1588 had for long 
been awalted with apprehension. 
The sun was to be eclipsed once, 
and the-moon twice, Shake. 
speare's usc of the word 
“ecHpse” Is no aceldent. 

The upshot of the fnvestiga~ 
tion? That the main body of the 
sonnets was completed by 1589, 
when the poet was 25—about 14 
years earlier than the date more 
commonly assigned to them, 

It only shows what can be 
done by intelligent reading. Will 
Hotson now tell us who was the 
“onlie begetter" to whom the 
sonnets nre dedicated? He will.
